posed, in the same poundage as 
the fish you arc pursuing. 


In the first place, a 10-pound 


fish weighs considerable less than 
that in the water and, in the sec- 
ond, a 4-pound test line can, if 
the locale is ideal and the fisher- 
man is patient, handle a 15-pound 
fish. 


Actually, the weight of line to 


be used should be determined by 
a variety of things—type of equip- 
ment, size of lure, kind of water, 
and finally the size of fish being 
caught. 


On spinning and spin casting 


•eels, monofilament almost always 
is used. Braided line sometime is 
mounted on the reel, but the 
motoher 
surfaced monofilament 


casts easier and usually farther. 


Since both spinning and spin 


casting employ light lures, lighter 
test, line should be used on these. 
In water free of weeds and not 
too cluttered with snags, ,6-or 8- 
pound test is sufficient. For those 
who like to gamble, even 4-pound 
lest can be used. 


Some spin casting manufactur- 


ers now o f f e r bigger reels, for 
trolling and miiskie. that can han- 
dle 20-pound test. But remember, 
Lhe heavier the line the bigger 
Ihe lure you will have to use. 


In more difficult water—a lot of 


brush, underwater snags or where 
you have to fish deep—heavier 
lest should be used. 


Where jigging (bumping a lure 


on the bottom in 20 to 30 feet of 
water) is the best fishing method, 
neavier line, from 10 to even 20- 
pound test, should be mounted on 
.he reel. 


In fishing deep, monofilament is 


Ihe best type of line, even for 
sail casting reels, It sinks much 
'aster than braided and because 
of its lesser resistance, it does 
not curve in a big arc. 


In general, bait eating reels 


take braided line because this is 
softer and easier to cast from a 
revolving spool. But some 
flat, 


soft monofilament. is now on the 
market and usable on bait cast- 
ing reels. A line of 10-pound test 
generally will handle all you are 
seeking on a bait casting reel, but 
for really big fish like muskie go 
to 20 or 25.
